I hope they do a US version with these changes then I would buy 20 copies for my classes, 
but when you are just learning things like double, single, and half get confusing enough without the 
conversion barrier.

My only problem with the book is that, being written in the UK, it uses different terms for the stitches than 
we do in the U.S. This could cause confusion as the American beginner realizes what Brits call a "double 
crochet" is called as a "single crochet” in American English.

*beginners* it should do a better job of clarifying the differences (perhaps a U.S. edition?)
